Long View Of Downtown 


Taken By Committeemen 


(A Townsman News Feature) 


Nine men sat down Tuesday to 
plot the placing of a number of 
municipal buildings, taking the 
first really collective look that 
has been taken at the problem in 
terms of which of the many plans 
bantered about would do the most 
to stimulate the renewal of down= 
town Andover. 

In session were the five mem= 
bers of the Board of Selectmen, 
Manager Richard Bowen, the 
chairman and one member of the 
planning board and one spokesman 
for the business community, The 
committee was that named at the 
suggestion of Selectman Philip K. 
Allen to draft a five-year plan for 
construction of municipal facili- 
ties, Its recommendations are to 
be drawn by July 11. 

A lot of this first conference 
went into defense of pre= 
determined positions - the 
Planning Board’s Harold King 
appeared unwilling to abandon his 
group’s stated preference for a 
town hall on the Lally property 
in Elm Square, Selectman Robert 
A, Watters wanted proof that use 
of the Main Street municipal 
parking lot, his long-time favorite 
as a spot for the town Office 
building, would be as disrupting to 
downtown traffic and shopping pat=- 
terns as the PB and the Chamber 
of Commerce maintain,

Steps will be taken to shut down 
the gravel operation at Foster’s 
pit off Central Street if Michael 
DiBitetto & Son Inc, has not com= 
plied with a long list of municipal 
demands by May 23, the next 
meeting, date of the Board of Select- 
men, 

This is the second timeextension 
has been given the Lawrence firm 
in recent months, Earlier in the 
year DiBitetto was told that if 
various requirements for grading, 
sanding and loaming were not met 
by April 30 the board would refuse 
to renew his gravel permit, 

In a report to the selectmen 
last week, Building Inspector 
Arthur Peatman recommended that 
the company’s permit be imme- 
diately considered null and void, 
Peatman said there were signs 
that some seeding had been done 
in several areas at the pit but that 
there was no evidence of proper 
loaming and grading. 

DiBitetto told the board that 
seeding at the site had been 
hampered by bad weather and said 
other items listed by Peatman 
were being or could easily be 
corrected, 

In the discussion both Chairman 
William Stewart and Selectman 
Philip K, Allen referred to pre= 
vious problems with the Foster 
pit, Stewart said he did not ques= 
tion Arthur Peatman’s findings 
and reminded DiBitetto that he 
(DiBetetto) ‘‘knew the require- 
ments and they were not lived up 
to,” 

The chairman indicated he would 
be willing to consider renewing 
the permit when and if Peatman 
recommends it,

Andover’s conservation commission, the town manager, 
AVIS and the League of Women Voters have all been 
agitating in recent months for public support for greater 
expenditures of local funds for the purchase of recrea- 
tional and green belt areas as a hedge against the ravages 
of over development.

up breathing space for tomorrow’s population. We had 
better do it while there is open land to be had or the next 
generation will be faced with the same situation that 
confronts those now responsible for locating a number of 
public buildings downtown. It was short sighted of those 
who made’ policy ten, fifteen and twenty years ago to 
leave the acquisition of downtown sites for a time when, 
because of escalating real estate values, the town must 
see the best locations go by the board — or pay top dollar. 

Conservationists report that the problem of adequate 
park and recreation space is already acute in the North- 
east. A national survey has shown that there are fewer 
recreation areas per person in this region than anywhere 
else in the country, illustrating how meager the space 
available here is when compared with the vast wilder- 
nesses out West. At the same time, as Audubon Conserva- 
tionist James Breagy points out, the Northeast has far 
more than its share of the population relative to the land. 

Great parks and seashore preserves are projects for 
state and national planners. But Andover must assume 
responsibility for keeping some of its share of the country 
country-like if it is to continue to tout — and enjoy — 


‘sural charm’’ as a basic commodity. 


With the completion of the soil survey 
here, the conservation commission should be equipped to 
begin immediate, intelligent expenditure of the sums 
already available to it. It should also be prepared to 
stimulate and coordinate the flow of public and private 
funds for a broad program of land acquisition. 


The Right Start 


The hard core membership of the Ballardvale Community 
Association has demonstrated what can be done with a 
minimum expenditure of funds and a maximum application 
of elbow grease to transform a dismal antique into a 
bright center for community activity. 

The organization celebrated a stormy year of re- 
organization last week in a meeting hall that bears little 
resemblance to the facility it agreed a year ago to im- 
prove in exchange for an appropriation of town funds. 
Chairman William Stewart of the Board of Selectmen has 
attested to this fact. When members finally complete the 
work they have planned, the building will be a real asset 
to the Vale. 

The money Andover has put into the refurbishing of the 
town-owned property has been well spent if the struggling 
association can serve as an effective force for neighbor- 
hood unity. 

We have no interest in seeing Andover segmented, torn 
by the sort of arguments that develop when people in one 
end of town or another think as isolationists, limiting 
their view of what is good for the whole of the community 
to that which they regard as in the best interest of their 
neighborhood. 

It can benefit any town, however, to have strong neigh- 
borhood organizations if they weld old and new residents 
into a single group of concerned and active citizens. Such 
groups, if their membership is broad enough, can serve as 
sounding boards for municipal officials who must be 
responsive to the will of the total population. 

The leadership of the Ballardvale association has 
plans for a blend of fun, entertainment and constructive 
neighborhood activity that will attract wide participation. 
If they hit on the right formula, Andover can expect to 
benefit from the fallout.

Doctor Advises Smokers 


To Put Cigarettes Aside 


If you are a cigarette smoker, 
in good health, and you stop 
smoking, your chances of living 
longer are greater than if you 
continued smoking. This is a fact 
discovered in a large scale study 
of more than one million American 
men and women over the past five 
years by the American Cancer 
Society researchers. 

Men who once smoked a pack 
or more of cigarettes 4 day, but 
who gave up smoking for five years, 
had a lung cancer death rate less 
than one half as great as the men 
who continued to smoke, This, 
reports Dr, Gerald G, Garcelon of 
Newton, chairman of the public 
education committee for the Mas= 
sachusetts division of the 
American Cancer Society, is one 
example of the health benefits of 
giving up cigarettes. 

Studies of death rates and 
diseases of smokers and former 
smokers demonstrate that the 
longer a man stays away from 
cigarettes, the more closely his 
general health and life span will 
appraoch those of people who have 
never smoked cigarettes. Thus, 
for those men who have stopped 
smoking for ten years or longer, 
the death rates were reduced al- 
most to the level of those who had 
never smoked, 

This is in strong contrast to the 
abnormally high death rates of 
people who continue to smoke 
cigarettes, Smokers die much 
younger and at a higher rate from 
heart disease, emphysema and 
other lung ailments ~ particularly 
lung cancer, 

Some of the benefits of stopping, 
smoking can be seen in what 
happens to the body. With the ces~ 
sation of smoking the vasco con 
striction (narrowing) observed in 
blood vessels disappears, and the 
elevated heart-rate and blood 
pressure of smokers return to 
normal, And many of the symptons 
of damage to the lungs and bronchi 
also disappear. 


Dr, Oscar Auerbach of the 
Veterans Administration lis 
studied the lungs of smokers 
nonsmokers for cellular changes 
that sometimes precede 
development of cancer, These 
changes may be called pre 
cancerous, The studies have bea 
made on the lungs of men whohate 
died from all causes. 

Dr, Auerbach has invariably 
found these precancerous changes 
in the lungs of smokers but i0t 
the lungs or bronchial ti 
nonsmokers. He has also fot 


that in the lungs of men who lave a
